Students  Travel  to 
Mexico  for  Service 

On  January  2,  2003,  twenty-four 
students,  along  with  Loyola 
faculty,  ended  their  winter  break 
early  and  traveled  across  the 
border  to  help  those  less  fortunate 
than  themselves  in  various  parts 
of  Mexico.  The  group  traveled  to 
Tecate,  Mexico  for  the  first  few 
days  of  their  trip  and  had  the 
opportunity  to  visit  a boys’  or- 
phanage. When  they  were  not 
playing  soccer  and  getting  to 
know  the  boys,  they  helped  out  by 
painting  the  convent  and  other 
buildings.  The  team  also  provided 
gifts  for  the  boys  on  the  Day  of 
the  Kings  celebration.  After 
spending  a few  days  in  Tecate,  the 
group  traveled  to  Tijuana,  where 
they  helped  to  make  a playground 
for  a kindergarten  hy  mixing 
cement  by  hand  each  day.  In  the 
afternoon  they  visited  two  differ- 
ent border  sites,  one  in  San  Diego 
and  Border  of  the  Beaches.  To- 
ward the  end  of  the  trip  the  team 
visited  a sweatshop,  girls’  orphan- 
age, and  an  environmental  park. 
The  final  days  were  spent  working 
alongside  students  from  Boston 
College  at  two  different  schools  of 
migrant  workers.  In  summing  up 
the  experience  of  Project  Mexico, 
senior  Therese  Ciccolella  com- 
mented, “Going  down  there,  I 
realized  how  little  I knew  about 
Mexico,  the  border,  and  all  the 
issues  surrounding  that  area.  Not 
only  am  I now  more  informed,  but 
I can  put  faces  with  the  issues.”

A Spring  Break 
Like  No  Other 


While  most  college  students  sat  on 
the  beach  and  soaked  up  the  sun  for 
spring  break,  a group  of  Loyola 
students  decided  to  look  past  the 
ordinary  trips  and  do  something 
amazing  with  their  week  off.  Spring 
Break  Outreach  (SBO)  gave  students 
a chance  to  experience  something 
that  most  do  not,  to  meet  new  people 
they  may  have  never  known,  and  to 
think  in  ways  that  they  normally 
would  not.  SBO  forced  students  to 
break  away  from  the  upper-middle 
class  Loyola  life  and  catch  a glimpse 
of  what  life  was  like  in  another  place. 
Students  travelled  to  seven  different 
sites  to  address  poverty  issues  in 
urban  and  rural  areas.  The  indi- 
vidual site  groups  met  once  a week 
throughout  the  spring  semester  until 
the  last  week  in  February.  The  week 
before  spring  break  a send-off  cer- 
emony was  held,  where  Diana 
Desierto,  a senior  who  had  done  two 
SBO  trips  in  the  past,  spoke  about 
her  experiences  and  got  each  group 
excited  for  a wonderful  week.  One 
group  went  to  the  L’ Arche  commu- 
nity in  Washington  D.C.  A place 
where  developmentally  disabled  and 
non-disabled  people  live  together, 
the  motto  of  the  L’Arche  community 
could  be  summed  up  as  “Just  be.” 
Sophomore  Katie  League  described 
her  experience  in  an  SBO  newsletter. 
“When  people  ask  me  about  my 
Spring  Break,  words  like  ‘awesome,’ 
‘fabulous,’  and  ‘amazing’  don’t  do  it 
justice,”  she  said.  “All  I can  hope  is 
that  they  see  the  passion  in  my  eyes 
which  reflects  the  life  altering 
changes  my  soul  went  through  as  a 
result  of  L’Arche.”  Other  partici- 
pants agreed  and  loved  the  chance  to 
give  back  to  the  community  by  living 
up  to  the  theme  “To  whom  much  has 
been  given  much  will  be  expected.” 
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^Joined  by  students  from  Holy  Cross,  the  group  that  went  to  Fries 
worked  Habitat-for-Humanity  style,  building  homes  for  those  in 
need.  By  inviting  more  than  one  group  of  students  to  an  area, 
morale  improved  and  more  was  able  to  be  accomplished.

The  Loyola  Late  Night  program 
was  initiated  in  order  to  give 
students  alternative  social  and 
cultural  events  during  the  week- 
end.

first  heard  of  Father 
Brunett  in  the  winter  of 1990, 
during  my  freshman  year  at 
Loyola.  I had  reluctantly 
agreed  to  work  on  the  year- 
book, even  though  after  four 
years  as  a photographer  and 
editor  on  my  high  school 
book  I had  vowed  to  hang  up 
my  layout  sheets  and  camera. 

Father  Brunett,  who  was  the 
current  yearbook  advisor,  had 
been  grappling  with  a bout  of 
bad  health,  and  the  editors 
were  not  sure  he  would  be 
able  to  return  to  his  role  as 
advisor,  or  even  to  Loyola. 
His  illness,  which  included 
heart  bypass  surgery,  was  very 


severe. 

As  he  became  known  to  do, 
Father  Brunett  beat  the  odds 
and  returned  to  Evergreen  to 
assume  a very  active  role  in 
the  lives  of  incoming  students. 
He  served  as  assistant  direc- 
tor of  the  Advising  Office, 
and  counseled  numerous 
freshmen  (and  scores  of  up- 
perclassmen as  well),  not  only 
about  what  classes  to  take, 
but  what  to  do  about  that 
difficult  roommate  or  the  sig- 
nificant other  back  home  or 
the  friend  with  a drinking 
problem  or  how  to  overcome 
homesickness... and  the  list 
goes  on  and  on. 

During  my  sophomore  year, 
I met  him  for  the  first  time  on 
the  porch  of  the  Humanities 
Center  back  when  it  was  still 
the  Jesuit  Residence.  When 
he  shook  my  hand  and  looked 
me  straight  in  the  eye  to  ask 
me  my  name,  I knew  that  this 


man  was  one  of  the  gentlest 
and  most  honest  people  that 
I would  ever  meet.  He  had  a 
way  of  making  you  feel  in- 
stantly cared  about  and,  al- 
though he  didn’t  always  re- 
member your  name  on  the 
second  encounter,  he  made 
certain  to  ask,  and  if  he  had  to 
ask,  he  made  certain  never  to 
forget  it  again. 

No  matter  how  many  years 
passed  and  what  role  he  played 
on  campus,  and  no  matter 
how  ill  or  well  he  was,  he 
always,  always  asked  how  I 
was  doing  and  how  the  year- 
book was  doing.  It  was  for 
this  reason  that  during  my 
junior  year,  I named  him 
Advisor  Emeritus  of  the 
Yearbook. 

I was  blessed  to  have  Father 
B.  in  my  life,  and  feel  very 
fortunate  to  have  had  many 
wonderful  conversations  with 
him.  I was  there  when  he  first 
regained  enough  strength — 
after  multiple  bypass  surger- 
ies, a stroke  and  diabetes — to 
say  the  first  public  Mass  after 
his  illness. 

When  I came  back  to  Loyola 
as  an  administrator,  Father  B. 
often  would  walk  by  my  of- 
fice in  Humanities  on  the  way 
to  his  office  and  stop  to  chat 
or  just  wave  at  me  through 
my  window.  Every  now  and 
then,  he  would  come  in  and 
look  out  into  what  is  now  the 
Jenkins  parking  lot,  reminisc- 
ing about  the  trees  that  used 
to  be  back  there,  or  how  he 
would  put  bread  or  birdseed 
on  the  window  sill  when  his 


bedroom  used  to  occupy  the 
space  next  to  my  office. 

I remember  the  little  gifts 
he  would  make  for  all  of  the 
residents  of  Brunett  House, 
and  the  time  he  stopped  into 
my  office  after  I was  pro- 
moted to  drop  off  a green  toy 
car  and  the  note:  UA  new  job 
deserves  a new  car!”  How 
could  he  ever  have  know  that 


I’ve  collected  toy  cars  since  I 
was  a child  and  that  my  favor- 
ite color  is  green? 

But  most  of  all,  I remember 
his  compassion,  his  gentle 
eyes,  his  love-filled  laugh  and 
the  Christ- like  example  that 
he  set  for  us  all.

Hall  In  Philadelphia,  February  22,  2003.  He  was  a 
Jesuit  £>0  years  and  a priest  47  years. 

"Father  B.,"  as  he  was  tenow  to  so  many  students, 
faculty,  staff,  and  administrators  overthe  years,  did 
his  philosophy  avid  theology  studies  at  Woodstocte 
College.  During  his  regency  (1545-1^52),  he  taught 
Freshmen  at  st .Joseph's  Preparatory. 

His  rvussloiA.'u/vg  brought  him  to  Baltimore  In  ±JSJ- 
where  he  was  a student  counselor  and  teacher  of 
Religion  at  Loyola  High  School  In  Towson  until 
1J1&1  when  he  became  minister  of  the  cowiwiuvi Ity  at 
Woodstocte  college,  in  1J63  he  was  missioned  to 
Scranton  Prep  where  he  again  served  as  a student 
eou.vis.eloY  avid  teacher  of  Religion.  Five  years  later  he 
was  missioned  to  become  chaplain  at  cjood  Samari- 
tan hospital  In  Baltimore  where  he  remained  until 
l^gi  when  he  became  Assistant  Director  of  the  Coun- 
seling Center  at  Loyola  College. 

FatherB.  was  a telnd  man.  As  the  years  progressed 
during  his  time  at  Loyola,  he  became  more  and  more 
a wievitor  to  students  who  would  seete  him  out  to  talte 
about  the  problems  of  life,  it  Is  said  that  the  dean  of 
Loyola  College  at  the  time  told  him  he  would  have 
hired  hlmjustto  walte  across  the  campus  twice  a day.  It  sometimes  toote 
FatherB.  as  much  as  an  hourto  walte  the  short  distance  because  so  many 
would  stop  him  to  chat  about  this  and  that — he  even  had  one  of  Loyola's 
racing  crews  namethelrscullonthePatapscoRlverafter  him.  up  to  the 
very  end  he  always  had  a steady  stream  of  people  who  wanted  to  see  him. 
Perhaps  the  most  apt  way  to  describe Jacte  however  Is  expressed  In  the 
gospel  Cited  In  his  fuviera l homily : "By  this  all  men  will  tenow  you  are 
my  disciples  by  the  love  you  show  one  another."  Father  B.  was  most 
definitely  a Lover  of  souls  and  will  be  missed  by  the  souls  he  loved.

No  rime  to  Die 

Loyola  (Md.)  women's  lacrosse  coach  Diane  Geppi-Aikens  terminal  brain  cancer  hasn't 
kept  her  off  the  sidelines.  And  now  her  team  is  ranked  No.  1 . Her  story,  in  her  words. 


In  15  years  at  Loyola  my 
coaching  style  hasn't 
changed  much.  I yell  a lot,  I 
laugh  a ton  and  I deliver 
motivational  speeches  at  every 
opportunity.  Only  this  season 
I've  been  doing  it  all  from  a 
wheelchair.  My  mother, 
Katherine,  calls  me  Queen  Bee, 
because  my  players  zoom  off 
the  field  to  hover  around  my 
chair. 

Nine  years  ago  a CAT  scan 
revealed  a small  tumor  on  my 
brain.  I was  a recently  divorced 
mother  of  four,  including  a 
newborn  girl,  and  had  never 
needed  as  much  as  an  aspirin 
before  that  day.  I had  surgery  to 
remove  the  growth,  and  within 
a week  I was  on  the  road  to  visit 
two  top  recruits.  They  both 
signed.  I felt  triumphant.  No 
little  tumor  was  going  to  stop 
me  from  doing  my  job. 

But  that  1 ittle  tumor  led  to  other 
tumors  and  to  serious 
complications.  For  the  next 
couple  of  years  I had  small 
seizures,  as  many  as  eight  a day. 
I'd  fall  down,  and  my  body 
would  shake.  I know  it  scared 
my  players  at  first,  but  they 
adjusted.  Like  my  kids,  they  knew 
the  drill:  The  seizure  would  go 
on  for  a minute,  then  life,  and 
practice,  would  resume.  From 
1998-2002, 1 had  two  more  brain 
surgeries  and  several  bouts  of 
radiation  and  chemo,  but  I still 
coached  full  time.  Seeing  my 


players  reenergized  me.  The  ups 
and  downs  of  my  illness  have 
made  for  some  emotional  team 
meetings.  But  we've  received 
seven  straight  NCAA 
tournament  bids;  we've  gone  to 
the  semifinals  the  past  three 
years;  and  this  year  we're  13-0. 

In  December  doctors 
discovered  a large,  inoperable 
tumor  in  my  brain  stem.  I had  a 
choice:  spend  my  40th  year  of  1 ife 
feeling  sorry  for  myself  or  being 
the  best  coach  and  parent  1 could 
be.  Coaching  hasn't  been  easy, 
of  course.  Paralysis  of  my  left 
side  put  me  in  a wheelchair  in 
February,  and  my  face  is  swollen 
from  steroids.  But  I have  one 
good  arm  and  one  good  leg,  my 
mouth  still  works,  and 
cognitively  I'm  sharp.  With  the 
help  of  my  assistants,  who  run 
drills,  and  my  father,  John,  and 
sister  Patti,  who  tend  to  me 
almost  24  hours  a day,  I've  made 
it  to  most  practices  and  all  but 
one  game  this  season. 

My  team  has  given  me 
enormous  love  and  respect — I 
must  be  the  only  coach  whose 
players  kiss  her  on  the  cheek 
every  day.  In  return,  I've  been 
candid  about  my  illness.  When  I 
found  out  about  the  brain  stem 
tumor,  I requested  a team 
meeting.  It  was  a week  before 
Christmas,  so  1 was  surprised 
when  almost  every  player  and 
several  of  their  parents  showed 
up.  I told  them  the  bad  news, 


and  then  tried  to  lift  their  spirits 
with  a story.  In  a rare  moment 
alone  that  week,  I had  fallen  in 
my  bathroom.  Unable  to  pull 
myself  up,  I used  all  my  strength 
to  drag  myself  down  the  hallway 
to  the  phone  to  call  for  help. 
Along  the  way  I drank  from  my 
cat's  water  dish  to  keep  me  going. 
"That's  perseverance,"  I said. 

The  team  took  that  story  to 
heart.  The  captains  ordered 
workout  T-shirts  that  say 
PERSEVERENCE  on  one  side 
and  MEOW  on  the  other.  I tell 
them  they  shouldn't  feel  pressure 
to  win  on  my  behalf,  but  they 
are  playing  better  than  ever. 

All  things  considered,  I'm 
doing  pretty  well,  too.  Doctor's 
told  in  January  that  I might  only 
have  a few  months  left.  I have 
two  goals:  getting  to  the  Final 
Four  and  to  my  oldest  son 
Michael's  high  school 
graduation,  both  in  May.  How 
do  I face  each  day?  I wake  up  to 
the  sound  of  my  kids  cranking 
up  the  stereo.  Then  they  mn  into 
my  room  to  sing  and  dance 
around  my  bed.  1 try  to  be  as 
positive  as  humanly  possible  and 
thank  God  for  one  more  day 
with  people  I love.  As  I tell  my 
players,  you  can  find  inspiration 
no  matter  whatyou're  up  against.
